horses, recently gave a thrilling exhibition in St. Louis and 

Indianapolis. Thousands of people were spellbound at 
the intricate maneuvers and drills executed by this splendid 
group. The precision, timing and every movement was as near 
perfect as could be performed. 


At the National Guernsey Show, Waterloo, Iowa, there was 
another exhibition that deserves special mention. Never in the 
history of showing Guernseys did the ringside witness a more 
perfect timing than at Waterloo. Rarely was one class out of 
the ring before another was entering. In the Guernsey Junior 
National Show, with three classes of 13 to 19 entries, there was 
never a time when the ring was empty. As the parade of 
ribbon winners was led out, the next class was moving in. It 
was so perfectly accomplished that Judge Seath hardly had time 
to get his breath before he was looking at the next group.

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AN’S greatest problem is to get 
enough of the right kind of 
food to eat. The big job in 

agriculture is to produce enough of the 
foods needed to nourish our people 
adequately, and to produce such foods 
at costs low enough to encourage and 
permit their optimum use by all seg- 
ments of our population. To attain 
this objective we must have perman- 
ency in agriculture. To develop 
permanency in agriculture, farming 
must be done in a manner that will 
attract young people to the farm and 
enable farmers to enjoy a standard of 
living of which we all can be proud. 

In order to sustain an efficient agri- 
culture and continue to provide for the 
long-time needs of the people, con- 
siderably more attention must be given 
to the intelligent use of our farm re- 
sources—particularly the soil. Ad- 
justments must be made in farming 
ptactices to keep more land in crops 
that will maintain the soil and that at 
the same time can be utilized ata 
profit. More of the land must be used 
in growing soil-conserving crops, like 
pasture and other forages. Such crops 
are not usable for human food directly. 
Livestock, mainly cattle and sheep, 
must be used to convert them into 
milk and meat. 


The Role of Livestock in Soil- 
Conservation Programs 


Farm animals and man both draw on 
the same basic food supply—the 
ptoducts of the soil. The question is: 
Which is the better way to use our 
land to produce human food—grow 
Stains and utilize them directly as 
human food—or, grow grassland crops 
and feed them to livestock for the 
production of human food? Nutti- 
tionists advise us of the desirability of 
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including larger amounts of milk, 
eggs, and meat in the diet to promote 
better nutrition among our people. An 
increase in livestock farming, therefore, 
is desirable from the standpoint of 
better human nutrition. 

Feeding farm animals provides a 
means of converting the products of 
the soil into more palatable and more 
digestible forms for human use, but 
the process often causes wastage of 
potential food supplies. On the other 
hand, animals in their utilization of 
crops return to the soil significant 
amounts of valuable organic matter 
and mineral elements needed in crop 
production. 

I am sure we are all convinced of 
the necessity of doing a better job of 
conserving our soil resources. As soil- 
conservation practices are adopted 
more widely on farms, more crop land 
will go into grass and forage crops. 
It is difficult to visualize economical 
use of these crops or even the adoption 
of sound soil-conservation programs 
without cattle. An increase in cattle 
numbers will be required to make soil- 
conservation programs work effec- 
tively. Intensive grassland farming, in- 
cluding the growing of forage on the 
major portion of the farm, particularly 
on rough, sloping areas, can be profit- 
able through growing large yields of 
feed nutrients at low costs. 


Grassland Crops Cheap Feed 
for Livestock 


In the past, relatively less attention 
has been given by farmers, even those 
maintaining livestock as the major 
enterprise, to improving the yields of 
pasture and forage crops than to im- 
proving the yields of grains and so- 
called cash crops. Indeed, less re- 
search has been done in this direction, 
as indicated by the relatively slow 
progress in the development of im- 
proved varieties of grasses and legumes 
and in the development of improved 
methods of production and utilization. 
Farmers have used less fertilizer and 
manure for stimulating production of 
grassland crops than for grains. Yet 
these practices will produce as good 
results, in terms of increased yields, 
with pastures and meadows as they do 
with grains. Ample evidence exists 
to prove the economy of using im- 
proved varieties of grasses and legumes, 
of applying fertilizer and manure, and 
of using better management practices 
in the production of grassland crops. 

Grassland crops, in addition to 
being soil savers, are also cheap crops 
to grow. It costs less to produce feed 
nutrients in pasture and hay than in 
corn and other grains. The following 
data from the Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try’s field station at Huntley, Mont., 
obtained from crops grown under 
comparable conditions on an irrigated 
farm, prove this fact.

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Ohio experiments illustrate the same 
fact. Ona 60-acre farm, shifting from 
grain farming as a major enterprise to 
one of meadow-land farming as a 
major enterprise, resulted annually in 
a larger production of total feed units 
for a dairy herd at a lower cost per 
unit and with less labor required to do 
the farm work. The results are given 


in Table I. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics also reports that, during the period 
1937-40, an average of 79 per cent of 
the corn, 86 per cent of the oats, and 
36 per cent of the barley produced 
annually was fed to livestock. As 
farmers take up soil-conservation prac- 
tices and put more of their farm land 
into forage crops, the acreage seeded 
to feed grains probably will be reduced.

These results suggest the advantage 
of meadow crops, both from the 
standpoint of the production of feed 
units and from the standpoint of low 
costs and low labor requirements for 
crop production. 


Will Increase in Grassland 
Crops Reduce Livestock Feed 
Supplies? 


According to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, the average num- 
ber of acres of feed grains harvested 
yeatly in the United States and the 
average yield per acre during the 
period 1937-46 was as follows:

Dairy Cow Most Efficient 
Animal for Grassland Farming 


The complete utilization of the nu- 
trients in the forage becomes a prob- 
lem when emphasis is placed on grass- 
land farming.

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it comes to utilizing grassland crops 
like pasture, hay, and silage. She has 
the capacity for consuming large 
quantities of these feeds and the 
ability to convert their nutrients into 
milk with a relatively high degree of 
efficiency. While these roughages are 
rather low in total digestible nutrient 
content, as compared with grain and 
other concentrates, the dairy cow 
needs relatively less of the grains than 
do the other farm animals as supple- 
ment to the roughage part of the ra- 
tion in the production of animal-food 

roducts. This is shown in a report 
- the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics, which is summarized below: 

(1) The various farm animals require 
the number of feed units to produce 
2,600 calories of human food as given 
in Table 2. 

(2) The various farm animals require 
the number of feed units given in Table 
3 to produce a calorie, plus protein in- 
dex of 1.0. (An index giving equal 
weight to calories and protein in a food 
in terms of the daily requirements of 
the human for these nutrients, i. e., 
2,600 calories and 0.15 pound of pro- 
tein, and assuming that each nutrient 
is of equal importance. A food is 
evaluated by the calories and protein it 
contains in terms of the daily require- 
ments and the sum of the two equals 
the index for the food). 


The average dairy cow requires 
slightly more total feed to produce 
2,600 calories than the hog, but only 
about 25 per cent of the feed comes 
from grains and other concentrates 
whereas with the hog nearly 94 per 
cent of the feed comes from these 
sources. None of the other farm 
animals are close competitors. On the 
calorie plus protein basis, in which the 
protein in the product produced is 
given equal weight with calories, the 
results are even more striking in favor 
of the dairy cow. 


Thus, the dairy cow is especially 
suited to grassland farms, for she can 
consume large quantities of roughage 
and convert it into milk. Only in a 
minor way does the cow compete for 
grains that humans can consume 
directly. Moreover, the dairy cow 
produces human food from the types 
of crops that are not usable directly by 
humans and that are grown on land 
which, because of its susceptibility to 
erosion, should not grow the food 
grains. It would seem that, other 
things being equal, in times of short 
feed supply and in times of emergency, 
dairy cows might be given first con- 
sideration. 


Dairy Efficiency on the 
Grassland Farm 


A dairy enterprise on a grassland 
farm should be geared to the efficient 
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utilization of the crops grown. The 
number of cattle maintained should be 
adjusted to the size of the farm, and 
the crop-production program should 
be so planned that the feed require- 
ments of the herd will be met as com- 
pletely as possible. Two important 
considerations are involved in the crop- 
production program. First, the crop- 
land should be so managed and the 
cropping systems should be so de- 
veloped that high yields are obtained. 
Secondly, the crops that are grown 
should be harvested, stored, and fed 
in such a manner that the maximum 
amount of the nutrients grown will be 
utilized for productive purposes. 

Our results show that a good dairy 
cow can get along well and produce 
milk liberally on roughage alone, pro- 
vided she is fed all the good quality 
forage she will eat. This is illustrated 
in Table 4. 


When grains or other concentrates 
are fed in addition to the roughage, a 
good cow will produce even more milk. 
The amount of grain and concentrates 
that should be fed, therefore, depends 
on the relative value of these feeds 
and the value of the extra milk. When 
grain feeds are cheap in relation to the 
price of milk, it will pay to feed them. 
The rate of grain feeding will depend 
on the input-output and cost relations 
of the grain consumed to the milk 
produced. When the roughage supply 
is adequate and of high quality, the 
protein needs of the cow are met 
largely from that source. 


If the cow is to make the greatest 
possible contribution to grassland 
farming, she must be fed and managed 
so that she produces as efficiently as 
possible. Pastures should be given 
major consideration in most areas in 

roviding the needed feed. This is 
Sain pastures a cheap feed 
and large yields of nutrients when pro- 
perly developed; and the crop is 
utilized directly by the cows, thus re- 
quiring small amounts of labor. 


Permanent pastures, crop-rotation 
pastures, and supplementary pastures 
should be used in combination on 
most farms to provide uniform, abun- 
dant supplies of palatable nutritious 
herbage for grazing over the longest 
possible grazing season. To accom- 
plish this, the land best suited for 
pasture should be used for that pur- 
pose. Improved, adapted strains of 
grasses and legumes should be used. 
Soil amendments and fertilizers should 
be used according to needs. When 
used with rotational grazing, fertilizers 
increased the yields of permanent 
pastures at Beltsville, as given in Table 
2 

Manure—both solid and liquid— 
should be applied regularly to produce 
maximum yields. The following data 
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show the increased yields obtained by 
using Manure on pastures, in experi- 
ments at the Bureau’s field station at 


Lewisburg, Tenn., over a four-year 
period. (Table 6).

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Management practices, such as ro- 
rational grazing, clipping of the herb- 
age tO control weeds and excess growth 
etc., should be employed to promote 
maximum utilization of the herbage. 
The advantages of clipping or mowing 
astures are indicated by the results 
(4-year average) of our experiments 
at Lewisburg, Tenn. (Table 8) 

Grazing animals should be kept 
comfortable at all times by providing 
them with shade, ample water, and salt, 
and so managed that they do not have 
to work excessively in grazing in order 
ro get their fill of nutritious herbage. 
Good pasture herbage is succulent, 
and it is dificult for cows to consume 
enough to meet their total digestible 
nutrient needs for high production. 
For this reason, and to provide neces- 
sary nutrients when pasture is defi- 
cient, hay and some grain should be 
fed along with pasture. 

Harvested forages, hays and silages 
are produced to take the place of pas- 
turage during the non-pasture season. 
Therefore, they should approximate 
good pasturage as nearly as possible in 
palatability and nutritive value. The 
same considerations should be given 
to the production of these crops as to 
the production of pasture, in order to 
obtain the maximum growth of feed. 
Since these crops also make their 
growth in the summer but are needed 
for feed during the winter, it is neces- 
sary to harvest and store them for 
later use. This presents one of the 
most difficult problems the farmer 
must cope with in most areas of our 
country. Today, on the great major- 
ity of our farms, particularly in humid 
areas, large losses of nutrients occur in 
harvesting and storing grassland crops, 
with the result that considerably less 
feed is fed to the cows than was grown 
on the land. Losses amounting to 
from 25 to 40 per cent of the crop are 
not uncommon. These losses must 
be reduced as much as possible in 
order to make grassland farming more 
efficient. 

We know that as crops grow and 
approach maturity, the yield of dry 
Matter per acre increases and usually 
continues to increase until seeds are 
well formed in the heads. We also 
know that as the forage matures 
changes take place in the metabolism 
of the plants and their tissues, which 
teduce the protein content and the 
digestibility of the various nutrients 
so that they become less valuable to 
the cow when the forage is consumed. 
From the standpoint of feeding value, 
we are more interested in the yield of 
digestible protein and total digestible 
nutrients per acre than we are in the 
yield of dry matter per acre. There is 
a stage of maturity at which the op- 
tmum yield of digestible nutrients 
per acre is reached, and that is the 
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stage at which the crop should be cut 
and preserved for feeding. Many farm- 
ers allow their crops to become too 
mature before harvesting them. The 
data in Table 9, adapted from Morri- 
son’s Feeds and Feeding, suggests that 
the optimum stage for harvesting hay- 
crops forage is when the plants are 
from one-fourth to full bloom. 

The forage crops are, for the most 
part, harvested as hay by field-curing 
methods that are inefficient. New aids 
to field curing are being developed. 
Also alternative methods of preserva- 
tion, such as barn finishing, artificial 
dehydration, and siloing, have been 
developed which reduce the losses in- 
curred during harvesting and preserva- 
tion. 

These improved methods should be 
adopted, either as a supplement to or 
as a replacement for present practices, 
in order to improve the efficiency of 
utilization of grassland crops. Farm- 
ers can depend more on forage crops 
to supply the nutrients needed for high 
milk production when they are of high 
quality than when they are of low 
quality. Consumption is higher and 
less waste occurs in feeding high-qual- 
ity crops than in feeding crops of low 
quality. 


Good Cows are Important 


Since the cow is such an important 
factor in the grassland-farming scheme, 
it is important that farmers have good 
cows to which they can feed their 
crops—cows that are efficient in con- 
verting feed nutrients into milk. The 
average cow in this country produces 
only 5,000 pounds of milk per year 
and in many areas the average is less 
than 3,000 pounds. This is an average 
daily production of 16 pounds and 10 
pounds, respectively, assuming that 
cows milk for 300 days per year. 

There are many instances where 
cows produce more than the national 
average when fed on roughage alone; 
in fact, production of 8,000 pounds or 


more is not uncommon. It could be 
assumed, therefore, that if we had 
adequate supplies of good roughage 
and the right kind of cows, we could 
produce as much milk on grassland 
crops alone as we are producing at 
present with the use of both grain and 
roughage. Indeed, when we compare 
the yield of total digestible nutrients 
in the various feed crops, using the 
national average production of crop 
nutrients as the basis, we find that 
each crop produces enough nutrients 
to support the average cow (1,000- 
pound cow producing 16 pounds of 
milk testing four per cent fat daily) the 
following number of days: Alfalfa hay, 
163 days; all hay, 100 days; corn, 126 
days; barley, 68 days; and oats, 56 
days. When the yield of total digest- 
ible nutrients in various grain crops is 
weighed on the basis of a mixture 
containing 50 per cent of corn, 30 per 
cent of oats, and 20 per cent of barley, 
the nutrient supply per acre of land 
would support a cow for 100 days, or 
the same as for all day. This further 
supports the idea that from the stand- 
point of milk production a consider- 
able shift to grassland farming can be 
made without sacrifice in the produc- 
tion of feed nutrients or milk produc- 
tion, | pay that the grassland crops 
are of good quality and that the cows 
are good enough. 

Attention must be given to the 
development of better dairy cattle. We 
have made considerable progress in 
demonstrating through breeding re- 
search how superior producing quali- 
ties can be developed in cattle. Many 
good herds have been developed by 
applying these principles of breeding, 
but progress has been unusually slow 
in terms of our national dairy cow 
population. The proved-sire method 
of breeding applied on a broad scale 
is the surest way to increase the pro- 
ductive ability of our cattle. This is 
clearly illustrated in the following 
chart showing the increase in the aver- 
age annual production of a farmer's

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was truly a “Court of Final 

Appeal,’ for in size, quality, and 
enthusiasm it met all requirements. 
Guernseys from all parts of America 
tread the tanbark before a near record- 
breaking crowd. Held at Waterloo, 
lowa, as a part of the Dairy Cattle 
Congress, on October 4 and 5, 269 
head of Guernseys exhibited by 110 
breeders entered the ring and were ably 
judged by M. G. Seath, Far Hills, 
N. J., official classifier for The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Breeders from 24 states, great and 
small, exhibited their best, with Idaho, 
California, and Arizona representing 
the far West; Delaware, New Jersey, 
and New York, the East; Texas, 
North and South Carolina, Virginia, 
and Georgia, the South, and Michigan, 
Minnesota, North and South Dakota, 
and Illinois, the North. Among the 
missing was the neighboring Guernsey 
State of Wisconsin in the Mid-West 
and all of the New England States in 
the East. 

One of the largest ringsides to view a 
National was in attendance at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress. Probably there 
was more uncertainty as to which 
animals would be blue ribbon winners 
than at any previous National. Unlike 
other National Guernsey Shows, no 
cow or bull that had been a former 
grand champion was shown. This, of 
course, made a ‘‘free-for-all’’ situation 
that all breeders could enter. It could 
not be said that, ‘‘ ‘Ann’ will be the 
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grand champion cow and there is 
nothing that can beat her.’ This 
situation naturally increased the inter- 
est of everyone present. 

Another peculiar situation was the 
fact that the show could almost be 
called a “one-man show.”’ No single 
person won all the ribbons, for they 
were well-divided. No National 
Guernsey Show ever had three single 
entries win two grand championships 
and a reserve. Adohr Farms, Ca- 
marillo, Calif., shipped by air Adohr 
Eldor Pearlette, their only entry. 
“‘Pearlette’’ competed in the aged cow 
class and won first place, became senior 
and grand champion cow, and because 
she was bred by her exhibitor, won the 
Guernsey Perpetual Challenge Trophy. 
Since she was the best A. R. cow in 
the ring, she won the Douglaston 
Manor Farm Trophy, and because of 
her udder, the Meadow Lodge Farm 
Trophy was taken back to California. 

C. F. Cowham, Jackson, Mich., sent

Here, again, the owner was the breeder, 
and only showed one animal in the 
National that won senior and grand 
championship and the Langwater 
Trophy. Not to be outdone by Adohr 
Farm, nor Mr. Cowham, Lynn Hamil- 
ton, Phoenix, Ariz., sent a single 
entry, McDonald Farms S. Meldon, 
and won the reserve grand champion- 
ship for bulls.

Guernsey Show 


The first real National Junior Guern- 
sey Show was held as a part of the 
National Show at Waterloo. It was 
national in scope and carried good 
quality cattle, and 48 4-H and FFA 
juniors exhibited from 18 states. This 
show was made possible by The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, that 
appropriated $3,000, of which $600 
was offered in premiums and the 
remainder made available for trans- 
portation of the entries. Fifty dollars 
was allowed per state for transportation 
of entries from an area near Iowa, while 
$75 was allowed for transportation of 
entries in States more distant. With 
this help, the State Guernsey Breeders 
Associations became interested and 
appropriated or arranged to raise 
enough money to transport the ani- 
mals and juniors to the show. As 
fine a group of young people as has 
been gathered together for any show 
resulted. 

A more commendable feature of the 
junior show was the fact that the three 
classes were judged immediately fol- 
lowing the judging of the bull classes 
in the open show. Before a large 
ringside, the juniors made an excellent 
appearance. The day prior to their 
showing, blue jackets with gold letters 
were given to each of the 48 ex- 
hibitors. When they entered the ring 
with their class of heifer calves, the 
blue jackets, white trousers and fawn 
and white animals made a_ great

Tue Florida Guernsey Cattle Club, in 
cooperation with the Marianna Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and the Agricultural 
Extension Department, sponsored the 
West Florida Promotional Sale of regis- 
tered Guernseys on September 22 at 
the Marianna Air Base, seven miles 
north of Marianna. While Guernseys 
are not at all new in West Florida, this 
sale gave many dairymen and breeders 
an opportunity, for the first time, to 
secure a foundation of Guernseys on 
which to build a herd.

Johnson of Dinsmore Farms, gave 
much time and thought to developing 
interest in the improvement of dairy 
cattle through the use of better bulls 
and good foundation stock. They 
contacted many of the dairy farmers 
and in cooperation with the county 
agents, showed the film, ““Man Made 
Miracles” to a large interested group 
of farmers in Jackson, Washington, 
and Holmes Counties. 

A dutch breakfast was given the 
morning of the sale and nearly all con-

ON account of the resignation of his 
manager, John Brecheisen, to accept 
a similar position with the farm and 
herd of W. H. Odlum at Roselle, IIl., 
Henry L. Rheaume dispersed the 
herd which he had developed during 
the last five years at the Rheaume’s 
Valley View Farm at Dryden, Mich., 
on Monday, September 26. The sale 
was encouraging in every way to those 
who saw it. The 51 head brought a 
total of $18,900, an average of $370.59. 

The top of the sale was the junior 
herd sire, Langwater Valerian, that 
brought $3,600 from Mr. Odlum and 
Mrs. Gertrude McNaught, Elgin, Ill., 
with H. F. Krimendahl, Celina, Ohio, 
the runner-up. This young bull, that 
will not be two years old until Decem- 
ber, was by Langwater Valencian and 
out of Labelle of Langwater. The top 
female went to Mrs. McNaught for 
$825. This was the two-year-old cow, 
Franchester Mystic Supreme, by Fran- 
chester Free Majesty and out of Fran- 
chester Sublime. Her two-day-old 
bull calf, by Franchester Kella’s King, 
brought $300 from Osbern Thurlow, 
Freeland, Mich., with Fay Myers, 
Grand Blanc, Mich., as the runner-up. 
This bull calf topped by a wide margin 
the several very young calves that were 
in the sale. The only other female to 
bring above $575 was regarded by 
many as the nicest thing in the sale, 
Lockshore Dea, a three-year-old cow 
by Lockshore Swan’s Crusader out of 
DeBarry Farm Chancellor's Dea, a 
daughter of Lockshore Chancellor. 
She brought $800 from Mr. Odlum. 

The sale was managed by the Michi- 
gan G. B. A. with Secretary A. P. Cole 
in the box. C. B. Smith was the auc- 
tioneer, while C. L. Cole and C. B. 
Smith, Jr., worked the ring. This 
combination sold the 51 head in about 
two hours and a half. 

Mr. Odlum was the leading buyer. 
He signed for five head in his own 
name at $2,185 to which might pro- 
perly be added the bull that he bought 
jointly with Mrs. McNaught and the 
two head which she bought to make a 
total of eight head at $6,760, or a 
little more than a third of the sale. 
Clayton Healey, East Jordan, Mich.,

Upwards of 300 people attended the 
sale.

24th Special Guernsey Sale 


Tue 24th Special Guernsey Sale was 
held at the Lancaster Sales Pavilion on 
Thursday, September 29. This sale, 
only two weeks after a similar sale held 
at the sales pavilion, offered 55 pure 
breds and five grades, the pure breds 
selling for a total of $15,975, an 
average of $290.45. 

After making a complete breakdown 
and comparing the figures with those 
of the previous sale, we have definitely 
come to the conclusion that Guern- 
seys, at least, maintained a steady 
market during the month of Septem- 
ber. Just look at these comparisons. 
The first figure in every case will be 
that of the sale held on September 15 
and the second will be of the sale held 
September 29. The average of the first 
sale was $293.80, compared with 
$290.45. On September 15, 22 open 
heifers and calves sold for an average 
of $135.90, compared with the more 
recent sale where 16 open heifers 
averaged $148.13. In the first sale, 29 
cows averaged $379.70, as compared 
with 20 cows averaging $383.25. Nine 
bred heifers in the earlier sale averaged 
$352.78, as compared with 15 bred 
heifers in the recent sale at $352. 

High buyer was Mrs. Emma Mc- 
Cully Brown, of New London, Pa., 
who purchased seven vaccinated bred 
heifers and cows, for an average of 
$444.30. She also bought the top 
cow, Zinnia’s Ancora Beauty, for 
$500. “Zinnia” was fresh a few days 
before the sale and her calf was after- 
ward sold for $55. The top was con- 
signed by Jacob M. Smith of Annville, 
Pa. She is a granddaughter of Quail 
Roost Dorothy’s Maxim showing a 
beautiful udder. Second high buyer 
was Alvin G. Geberich, of Bernville, 
a G. I. boy just starting in the business, 
who purchased five very nice selections 
for an average of $390.00. Sixteen of 
the cows and bred heifers sold for $400 
or more.

Why I Have Discontinued 
Pen Stabling 


My chief reason for going back to 
the conventional way of housing cows 
is that the overall herd production js | 
not as high with pen stabling as with 
stanchions. Any herd of two or more 
cows always has a boss cow (Captain), 
followed by the ‘“‘shave-tails” (Lieu. 
tenants) who take-over in the absence 
of the C. O., then the first sergeant, 
master sergeants, staffs, buck sergeants 
(I mean Buck"), corporals, p. f. c's, 
and the lowly privates who scrap 
among themselves, and the latrine 
orderlies who stand around on the

All the cows were dehorned, but | 
this doesn’t affect the order of rank, 
and rank has its privileges. 

Secondly, pen stabling, as every one 
knows, takes a lot of bedding, over 
three times as much. Enough said 
about that. 

The next problem that arises is what 
to do with cows that are in heat. | 
locked them in the milking stanchions | 
during the day, but the air got rather 
blue when it came time to milk. You 
have to have box stalls for calving and 
if they aren’t part of the pen stable, it 
is a darned cold place in January. 

While on the subject of cold, did 
anyone try to milk in an unheated 
milking parlor in those cold spells in 
January and February? I did. Your 
hands freeze to milking lines, the 
moisture condenses in the milking | 
lines until you have to suck hot ant: | 
freeze through the lines, and besides 
that, your feet get cold. 

Another thing is what to do with 
calves. On a large farm they have 
separate calf barns, but the ordinaty 
farmer generally keeps calves in pets | 
| in part of the cow barn. When two 
calves out of Langwater Ace arrived 01 
Christmas Day and January first, | | 
promptly took them down to tht 
cellar of the house, and they did vey 
well until my wife said that either the 
calves leave or she did.

You do not have the rs 0 
tunity to observe their eating habits, 
bowel conditions, discharges, body 
tone, and all the rest that goes with 
good herdsmanship. I also lost a calf 
through abortion. The cow was nega- 
tive for Bang’s before and in two tests 
since. The University could find no 
cause in an autopsy, so I conclude that 
she was rammed. I had two cases of 
knock down hips, and one latrine 
orderly contracted pneumonia and the 
butcher got her. 


To sum things up, I have this to 
say for pen stabling: 
1. The cows stayed clean as a whistle 
just as they do on pasture.

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23rd Special Guernsey Sale 


Ir doesn’t take a big crowd to make 
a good sale if those who are present 
make top offers! The attendance at 
the 23rd Special Guernsey Sale, held 
at the Pennsylvania Association’s Sale 
Pavilion, was the lightest of the year, 
where 73 head including nine grades, 
sold for very good prices at a fast clip. 

The 63 pure breds sold for a total of 
$18,515, an average of $293.89, which 
included 22 open heifers and calves 
that sold for an average of $145.90. 
Twenty-nine cows, only two of which 
sold for less than $300, averaged 
$379.70; 12 sold for $400 or more, 
with one at $550 topping the sale. The 
top, Hominy Hill Hester, consigned 
by H. H. McConnell, was a daughter 
of Chedco Peter Pan and out of 
Meadow Spring Hebe. She showed a 
lot of size and capacity, and was due to 
freshen the day of the sale. Howard 
T. Kirk, Peach Bottom, was the 
purchaser. 

The nine bred heifers sold well, 
averaging $352.78. The two tops in 
that class were consigned by Laurel 
Locks Farm, Donnell Marshall, owner, 
Pottstown. One brought $460 the 
other $430, both due in November. 

The top bull was consigned by 
Antietam Farm, Waynesboro, Pa. He 
sold for $320 and went to H. E. Mil- 
lard, Annville. 

High buyer was Henry Davidow 
from Reading, who bought five head 
for a total of $1,595, followed closely 
by Wilson B. McCandless of Clarks- 
ville, Md., who bought four head for 
a total of $1,565. 

The sale included the dispersal of 
the Hugo Hemmerich herd known as 
the Waldesruh Farm, Reinholds.

herd, which was obtained by using the 
right kind of herd sires. 


Concentrated effort must be given 
to obtaining better proof and getting 
proof on more bulls through D. H. I. 
A. work. In this way, the available 
high-production transmitting bulls can 
be found and used for herd improve- 
ment. Artificial breeding as it is used 
with dairy cattle in this country pro- 
vides an excellent way in which to 
spread the influence of superior bulls 
to many cows in many farmers’ herds. 
This program should be enlarged to 
enable every dairyman to improve his 
cows through the use of the best germ 
plasm available. 

Attention should be given to the 
development of a dairy cow that will 
be more adaptable to a given set of 
conditions, as they may exist in various 
regions. A different type of cow may 
be needed in areas of high temperature, 
like the deep South, than is needed in 
the northern regions. More attention 
should be given to developing cows 
that not only are high milk producers 
but that also can be turned into good 
quality meat. Over 30 per cent of the 
meat used in this country comes from 
dairy stock. We should have dairy 
cattle with the ability to put on weight 
and produce a good carcass when they 
are Maintained on pasturage and other 
forage crops, after they are no longer 
profitable milk producers. Steer calves 
from such strains of dairy cattle may 
serve a useful purpose on many of our 
grassland dairy farms. More attention 
should be given also to breeding cattle 
that use grass and forages more effi- 
ciently for milk production than pre- 
sent types. Little attention is given to 
this important consideration by farm- 
ers and breeders. Thus, better cows 
must go along with better feed pro- 
duction and utilization methods in the 
development of highly successful 
grassland-farming operations. 


This discussion would not be com- 
plete without mentioning the fact that 
significant proportions of the feed 
crops utilized by the dairy cow are 
returned to the land in the form of 
manure. Data from the New Jersey 
station show that a 1,300-pound dairy 
cow yielding 40 pounds of milk daily 
produces feces and urine at the rate of 
21 tons a year. About 70 per cent of 
the nitrogen, 63 per cent of the phos- 
phoric acid, 86 per cent of the potash, 
and 65 per cent of the lime consumed 
daily in the feed were recovered in the 
excreta. In addition, considerable 
amounts of organic matter were pro- 
duced. Fifty per cent of the nitrogen, 
99 per cent of the phosphoric acid, 16 


980 


per cent of the potash, and 97 per cent 
of the lime were in the feces. When 
COWS are maintained on pasture, prac- 
tically all of this excreta is returned 
directly to the soil. 

When cows are fed and maintained 
in a dry lot, the manure must be col- 
lected and stored, or hauled out direct- 
ly on the land. Present methods of 
handling manure on the average farm 
are very inefhcient and as a result large 
amounts of valuable plant nutrients 
are wasted. Farmers would find it 
profitable to take the necessary steps 
to conserve manure efficiently, especial- 
ly the liquid portions which now are 
largely wasted. 

I have tried in this discussion to 
point out the importance of grassland 
farming as a means of conserving soil 
resources and at the same time efficient- 
ly producing crops that can be con- 
verted into valuable food for man. I 
have pointed out that, on the basis of 
total digestible nutrient yields, as 
much or more feed nutrients are pro- 
duced from an acre of grassland crops, 
such as hays of various kinds, than are 
produced from grain crops. Of the 
various classes of farm livestock, the 
dairy cow was shown to be capable of 
consuming comparatively large 
amounts of grassland crops and con- 
verting them more efficiently into 
valuable food for man. Finally, it was 
indicated that good cows, good crop 
production and utilization methods, 
and efficient farm-management meth- 
ods are necessary to get the most re- 
turn from grassland farming and that 
such an enterprise can be profitable. 
It seems logical, therefore, that dairy 
farming is a necessary adjunct to soil 
conservation and grassland farming in 
many areas of our country. If this is 
true, an increase in our dairy cattle 
population seems indicated.

The third full sister, sired by Riegeldale Coronation 
King, Riegeldale Melba’s Margaret, was sold to Langvalley at 
six months of age for $6,600. Margaret completed a record of 
14391—718—Sr3—365C at Langvalley and _ has several 
progeny in the Langvalley herd. 


Green Meadow Melba, bred to her grandson, Riegeldale 
K:mory’s Conqueror, that was also a double grandson of His 
Majesty of Bournedale, being out of Bournedale Bellona, 
produced Riegeldale Conqueror’s Melba. We have one 
daughter of hers, Riegeldale Emory’s Maxim Melba. Another 
mating to Conqueror produced the bull, Riegeldale Melba’s 
Maxim. The progeny of Melba’s Maxim, the oldest of which 
are now safe in calf, look promising. ‘The first one to sell at 
auction, Riegeldale Melba’s Interceptor, sold to North Farm 
last year in the Riegeldale Sale for $1,500. 


Riegeldale Illustrious Benjamin (Bournedale Illustrious— 
Bournedale Bellona) was then mated to Melba, producing 
Riegeldale Ben’s Melba that sold to Dr. John R. Martin for 
$26,000, and that he subsequently sold to Wey Acres for 
$28,600. We saw Ben’s Melba, and her son by Coronation 
Levity Prince, at Wey Acres in June. The previous day she 
milked 52.8 Ibs. of milk. They plan to keep the son and use 
him at Wey Acres. 


The same mating produced Riegeldale Melba’s Fortunate 
on July 23, 1948. Fortunate is now in service here at Rie- 


geldale. We have a number of individuals bred to him—some 
among the best we have. He will have an opportunity in our 
herd. 


On September 11, 1949, Melba presented us with a full 
brother to the last two. She will be seventeen on the thir- 
teenth of October. She produced Coronation Melba and 
Coronation Melody for the Galushas before coming south. 
This gives her a total of twelve calves. Our friends frequently 
ask us how much longer we expect Meiba to live, and how 
many more calves we expect to get from her. Our answer 18, 
of course, that we do not know. All we know is that we are 
going to keep on trying to take care of her. It is music in our 
ears to hear her munching grass in her paddock and we want 
to do our part in perpetuating for the breed the inheritance 
which Melba has so generously shared with Riegeldale. 


In addition to what we already have here, we also have a 
grandson coming back from Hill Girt. The cow we selected as 
his dam has produced two heifers, but we are still hoping. 
We really like Melba’s influence.
